O Twitchell admits to murder but claims it was in self-defence 
O Tried to simulate crime in his him as viral promotional idea 


An amateur filmmaker admitted 
yesterday he lured a total stranger 
to a garage, knifed him to death, 
cut up the body and dumped it 
down a sewer, but he said it was all 
done in self-defence when a movie 
publicity stunt went wrong. 

“I started thinking to myself, 
‘How could I have been so stupid?’ 
Mark Twitchell told jurors at his 
first-degree murder trial. “All the 
precautions I took, but you just 
can’t predict human behaviour.” 

Twitchell, 31, is charged in the 
death of Johnny Altinger on Oct. 
10,2008. He has pleaded not guilty. 

The Crown has argued that 
Twitchell lured Altinger to a resi¬ 
dential garage that night and killed 
and dismembered him to match a 
movie shot in the same garage by 
Twitchell and his buddies two 
weeks earlier. 

The Crown has also entered into 
evidence a text document found 
deleted on Twitchell’s laptop hard- 
drive that details an unnamed 


author’s plan to explore his “dark 
side” and become a serial killer. 

Twitchell said the garage movie, 
called House of Cards, gave him 
the idea that eventually got out of 
hand. 

The eight-minute slasher Hick 
revolves around a philandering 
husband who goes to meet a 
woman he met online. But he is 
instead Tasered and abducted by a 
mysterious man in a hockey mask. 

The killer takes the husband to 
a closed room, tapes him to a chair 
and obtains his computer passcode 
to clean out his bank account. He 
tells the victim he is being killed 
for his cheating ways, runs him 
through with a samurai sword and 
hacks up the body parts. 

Twitchell told jurors that after 
the movie was shot he came up 
with a plan to make sequels for 
House of Cards and to create a 
buzz around what he hoped would 
be a franchise.

Of the money generated 
by a downtown communi¬ 
ty revitalization levy, only 
$20 million will be used 
for the downtown arena 
while the rest will support 
the whole of downtown.

Gbagbo under fire 

O Ivory Coast strongman holed up as fighting rages on his doorstep 


Heavy-arms fire rang out 
yesterday near the home 
of the Ivory Coast’s strong¬ 
man, who remained holed 
up in a subterranean 
bunker, as forces backing 
his rival assaulted the resi¬ 
dence to tiy to force him 
out, diplomats and wit¬ 
nesses said. 

Forces protecting Lau¬ 
rent Gbagbo appeared to 
rally last night, pushing 
back the armed group 


fighting to install demo¬ 
cratically elected Presi¬ 
dent Alassane Ouattara. 

A spokesman for Ouat- 
tara’s fighters, Yves 
Doumbia, said their forces 
breached the gates of the 
ruler’s compound, only to 
be repelled by arms fire. 

“We retreated but we 
are preparing for a second 
assault,” Doumbia said by 
telephone. 

Gbagbo has suffered de¬ 


bilitating losses in the past 
two days. United Nations 
Mi-24 helicopters attacked 
and destroyed his arms de¬ 
pots on Monday. On Tues¬ 
day, his soldiers were seen 
abandoning their posts 
across the city, some rush¬ 
ing inside a church to tear 
off their uniforms and 
dump their weapons be¬ 
fore discreetly exiting in 
civilian clothes.

But from 2005 to 
2010, those companies 
grew their emplo 5 mient 
by five per cent, less 
than the six per cent av¬ 
erage for the entire 
economy. 

Private sector econo¬ 
mists argue that, once 
other factors are 
eliminated, reducing 
corporate taxes makes 
Canadian firms more 
competitive, resulting in 
greater investment and 
jobs. But that theory 
doesn’t seem to be work¬ 
ing in Canada, says the 
CCPA’s David 
Macdonald. He says the 
companies studied most¬ 
ly pocketed the cash.

That, and growing demand, has caused world stockpiles to 
dwindle and chains such as Tim Hortons to raise prices. 


O Failing crops, dwindling supplies 
drive restaurant prices higher 


As higher prices percolate 
at the country’s largest cof¬ 
fee chain, Canadians 
should brace themselves to 
pay more for restaurant 
meals as well, experts say. 

Tim Hortons customers 
will pay seven cents more 
for a large cup of coffee 
starting Monday. With the 
price of wheat rising 68.4 
per cent over the past year, 
Tim’s is also raising the cost 
of some baked goods, a 
spokesman said. 

Tim Hortons’ 4.5 per 
cent coffee-price increase is 
in line with predictions 
that suggest a five to seven 
per cent increase in the 
price of food by the end of 
the year, said Adrienne 
Warren, senior economist 
at Scotiabank. 


The price of coffee, co¬ 
coa, wheat, sugar, beef and 
other commodities started 
rising about nine months 
ago, and it takes about that 
long for costs to work their 
way down to consumer wal¬ 
lets, she said. 

“Once the costs increase 
at the wholesale and gro- 
ceiy-store level, you can ex¬ 
pect some to pass through 
to restaurants as well,” she 
said. 

Some major Canadian 
food manufacturers are also 
charging more. Maple Leaf 
Foods raised its bakeiy 
prices by 20 cents per unit 
at the end of last month, 
and breadmaker George 
Weston Ltd. is charging five 
per cent more for its prod¬ 
ucts. THE CANADIAN PRESS 


Loonie wobbles amid European debt crisis 


The Canadian dollar closed 
higher yesterday but well 
off early peaks as the Euro¬ 
pean debt crisis took a new 
turn. 

The loonie was up 0.37 
of a cent at 104.12 cents US 
after surging to 104.5 cents 
US, its highest level since 
November 2007 as the U.S. 
dollar weakened. 

The European debt crisis 
was sharply in focus late in 
the afternoon after Portu¬ 
gal’s prime minister said 
his country will ask for a 
bailout because of its high 


debts and difficulty raising 
money on international 
markets. 

Portugal becomes the 
third financially troubled 
eurozone country, after 
Greece and Ireland, to re¬ 
quest assistance from Eu¬ 
rope and the International 
Monetary Fund. Analysts 
expect Portugal will need 
up to 80 billion euros 
($114.4 billion US). 

At home, the news is 
brighter as traders look 
ahead to solid Canadian 
emplo 3 mrent numbers at 


the end of the week. Statis¬ 
tics Canada is expected to 
report tomorrow that the 
economy added about 


30,000 jobs last month. 
That data could further 
strengthen the currency.

O Brooklyn bullies first introduced Mike Tyson to 
pigeons O He’s been in love ever since 


A fanq/^ for pigeons has 
made former heav 5 A^^eight 
boxing champion Mike 
Tyson the baddest man on 
Animal Planet. 

The ex-fighter with the 
nasty past and fearsome tat¬ 
too is the star of the six-part 
series Taking On Tyson that 
documents his life-long re¬ 
lationship with the most ur¬ 
ban of birds and his passion 
for pigeon racing. 

His love affair with the 
birds goes back to his child¬ 
hood in a rough section of 
Brookl 5 m, N.Y., where he 
was picked on by other 
boys for wearing glasses 
and being overweight. 

“One day 1 was walking 
around school and three or 
four guys approached me,” 
Tyson recalled this week. 
“They started checking my 
pockets, asking for money 
and then they asked me: 
‘Do you want to fly with 
us?’” 

“This was pigeon termi¬ 
nology 1 didn’t know. 1 said 
OK because 1 didn’t want 
them to think I was scared. 


Pigeon passion 


Taking on Tyson debuts in 
Canada on Thursday night 
at 9 p.m. ET on Animal 
Planet. 

;► It takes Tyson back to his 
old haunts, including the 
roof of the building next to 
the New Jersey boxing 
gym where he once 
trained, and where he and 
some friends have kept pi¬ 
geons since his fighting 
days. 

The bullies sent Tyson 
firom roof to roof, scaring 
pigeons back to their 
roosts, and doing other 
chores for an afternoon, 
then sent him on his way. 
They were surprised to see 
Tyson back again the next 
day, volunteering for more. 

“That’s how 1 started fly¬ 
ing pigeons,” he said. He 
once said his first fight was 
with a boy who killed one 
of his pigeons. 

A troubled youth and fi:e- 


quent arrests led Tyson to a 
reform school in upstate 
New York, where a coach 
placed him under the wing 
of legendary fight trainer 
Cus d’Amato. The rest was 
history. 

Tyson became known as 
Iron Mike and The Baddest 
Man On The Planet as the 
muscular five-foot-10 
heav 5 Aveight pounded op¬ 
ponent after opponent. 

Tyson’s life later began 
to unravel, as his condition¬ 
ing and behaviour slipped 
after d’Amato’s death. In 
1991, he was sentenced to 
six years in jail for rape, 
serving three years. He re¬ 
tired firom the ring in 2006. 

Tyson calls pigeons “the 
first animal 1 ever connect¬ 
ed with.” 

“How many people can 
get a job doing something 
they loved to do since they 
were a httle kid?” he asked. 
’’People all over the world 
are going to see it and it’s 
going to broaden people’s 
understanding of pigeons.”

sionate. The stories of both 
the humans and the ani¬ 
mals they rescue needed to 
be told.” 

Lickley described trans¬ 
porting his crew to the re¬ 
mote filming locations as 
“a logistical nightmare. We 
had 30,000 pounds of 
equipment that we had to 
take deep into the desert 
and rain forest.” 

The physical challenges 
of the project were im¬ 
mense, but aided by new 
technology created specifi¬ 
cally for the movie. 

“We built and pioneered 
a new 3-D IMAX camera 
that’s digital with no film 
involved. It has the same 
IMAX quality, but also the 


lightness and quietness of 
digital photography. We 
could put the camera on a 
crane and go up 20 meters 
in the air in the rainforest. 
Things that had never 
been done before and al¬ 
lowed for an all new level 
of audience immersion.” 

The results speak for 
themselves. Lickley creat¬ 
ed grand sweeping im¬ 
agery that pulls the 
audience into the vast 
wilds of the Savannah 
desert and Borneo rainfor¬ 
est. On a technical level, 
the film is remarkable, but 
it’s also a project that the 
director hopes will inspire 
a conservationist passion 
in his audience.

Film director Christo¬ 
pher Nolan, who has 
helmed the two previous 
Batman films — starring 
Christian Bale as the caped 
crime fighter and his alter 
ego, Bruce Wa 3 me — said 
Tuesday the Pennsylvania 
city will host filming for a 
third film for at least a 
month. 

“Pittsburgh is a beautiful 
city. We have been able to 
find eveiything we were 
looking for here and I am 
excited to spend the sum¬ 
mer in Pittsburgh with our 
final installment of Bat¬ 
man,” he said in a state¬ 
ment, adding that he 
finally settled on the city 


because of its architecture 
and diverse sampling of lo¬ 
cations. 

Mayor Luke Ravensthahl 
said the decision was “an¬ 
other example of the grow¬ 
ing film industiy in our 
community and we will be 
rolling out the red carpet 
for them.”

O Here comes the sun: Decorating expert Karl Lohnes offers tips on dressing up your windows

It’s easy to 
see why so

Considerations like 
function, style, colour and 
cost get most people nerv¬ 
ous, allowing a bed sheet to 
do the job for them. Unless 
you live in the country, 
most of us need window 
treatments not only for pri¬ 
vacy, but to keep the sun 
out and to dress the win¬ 
dows on the inside. 

There are three main¬ 
stay choices for window 
trends this spring: 
draperies, shades and 
sheers. Here’s a quick de¬ 
briefing of what they’re all 
about and where to use 
them. 

For the past decade 
we’ve seen draperies go by 
the wayside to blinds but 
the pinch-pleated, fiilly 
lined couture-looking 
drapes are making a re¬ 
turn. They are usually in¬ 
stalled as inoperable side 
panels and dress up the 
room with fabric and 
colour. 

Lush fabrics are what’s 
hottest right now — shiny 
silks in bright colours and 
linen in neutral tones are

most popular. 

Drapes should be hung % 
above the window for low 
ceilings and % above the 
window in a room with 
higher ceilings. 

Never should the drap¬ 
ery rod be hung just at the 
top of the window or all 
the way up at the ceiling. 

Draperies should not 
touch the floor (M inch off 
the floor is perfect) which 
will give them a cleaner. 


tailored look. They need to 
have another fabric lining 
behind for fullness, body 
and sun protection. 

Wondering what colour 
of drapeiy fabric to choose? 
Match it to your wall 
colour. A shade lighter or 
darker will work best, for 
as long as your paint colour 
is working in the room, 
then so will the drapes. 

Whether it be shutters, 
mini blinds or sheer 


shades, the simple, clean 
look of blinds has prevailed 
in window fashions for 
quite a long time. I believe 
that eveiy window needs 
some sort of a blind system 
to filter the light and offer 
privacy. What’s fashion-for¬ 
ward for spring are match- 
stick-style roman blinds in 
neutral sand and driftwood 
tones for a rustic look, or 
roll-up woven sheer-weave 
blinds that create a 


smooth, slightly see- 
through effect. 

Motorized blinds are all 
the rage in spaces with tall 
ceilings. One touch of re¬ 
mote (yes, another remote 
in our lives) and the blinds 
can be brought up or down. 

For longevity, blinds 
should be similar 
colour/tone as the window 
trims. If you have white 
window frames then your 
blind should be white. For 


wooden trims, a neutral 
linen or pale brown tinged 
blind will work best. 

We all think of sheers as 
something our grandmoth¬ 
er had in the ’50s and ’60s: 
shiny, see-through fabric 
bunched up to the living 
room window. 

Sheers have made a re¬ 
turn — they offer privacy 
and light control when 
closed and the softness of 
draperies that blinds can¬ 
not give. They are also 
great looking when 
stretched wall to wall in a 
room. 

They’ll give big impact 
and help to hide various 
uneven windows and bal¬ 
cony doors. Look for natu¬ 
ral materials for blinds like 
gauzy linens and cottons 
(no shine please!). 

Good sheers will be cus¬ 
tom made to sit M inch off 
the floor and will be 
weighted at the bottom so 
they hang straight down 
for a tailored appearance. 

The easiest way to hang 
them is with a hospital 
track style rod which sits 
tight to the ceiling and is 
barely noticeable. A great 
option to sheers is the Lu- 
minette Privacy Sheers 
from Hunter Douglas 
(hunterdouglas.ca). 

They have the ease of a 
vertical blind and the 
clean-lined look of modern 
sheers. Sheer-t 5 q)e window 
treatments tend to look 
best in fresh, crisp white or 
in a fabric choice, which is 
the same colour as the 
walls.

DIY IDEAS 


A trend of the 1960s, wood 
panelling is found in many 
old houses. 

It commands the room’s 
attention and is often con¬ 
sidered an eyesore for 
homeowners who prefer 
bright, crisp walls. Luckily, 
painting over the wood 
panelling is incredibly easy 
and cost-effective. 

DIY Network Canada’s 
House Crashers (airing 
Wednesdays at 9 p.m. ET/PT 
and 9:30 p.m. ET/PT) offers a 
step-by-step guide to bring¬ 
ing a room into the 21st 
century. 

Prep the space 

Before priming and paint¬ 
ing, lay down a drop cloth 


or layers of newspaper to 
protect the floor. Also, ap¬ 
ply painters tape to the ceil¬ 
ing and baseboards to 
facilitate a clean line finish. 

Prep the wood 

To get the panels ready for 
their makeover, fill nail 
holes and other imperfec¬ 
tions with caulk. When the 
caulk dries, sand it down 
and run a moist cloth over 
the entire wall to wash 
away any dust and debris. 
Unless the panelling is 
splintered or extra glossy, 
there is no need to sand the 
entire wall. 

Prime time 

Picking a primer is an im¬ 
portant step when painting 
wood panelling. An oil- 
based primer is recom¬ 
mended over a water-based 
one, because oil-based for¬ 
mulas are more durable. 


This means no grease or 
wood stains will come 
through and ruin the final 
finish. Using a paint roller, 
apply a thin and even coat 
of primer over all the wood 
panelling. Use a paint 
brush to cover any cracks 
and comers that the roller 
didn’t reach to ensure that 
the entire surface is cov¬ 
ered. 

Get painting 

Once the primer dries, use 
a high-quahty paint roller 
to apply one thin and even 
coat of latex paint. Again, 
use a paint bmsh to get to 
any spots the roller missed. 
Allow the paint to diy com¬ 
pletely and then apply a 
second coat for better cov¬ 
erage and a richer colour.

Gardening 
on the roof: 
Your right 
to grow 

Imagine an office where a 
basket of freshly farmed 
vegetables is only a flight of 
stairs away. That’s the vi¬ 
sion of Mohamed Hage, the 
founder of what he calls the 
world’s first commercial 
rooftop greenhouse. 

At street level, there’s lit¬ 
tle sign of natural life in 
this concrete-laden comer 
of Montreal. But inside, a 
team of workers tend to 
what will soon produce an 
abundance of tomatoes, cu¬ 
cumbers, bok choy and 
more. 

Hage has ambitions to 
set up multiple rooftop 
farms around the city like 
this one, which aims to pro¬ 
vide 1,000 families with 
weekly veggie baskets year- 
round. 

The project offers a solu¬ 
tion for city dwellers seek¬ 
ing fresh, pesticide-free 
veggies with a minimal car¬ 
bon footprint, he says. 

“You can imagine how 
many people we can feed 
with the small percentage 
of the roofs in Montreal,” 
says Hage, 29, who has been 
working to get the compa¬ 
ny, called Lufa Farms, off 
the ground for four years. 

“The best advantage that 
we can bring to the con¬ 
sumer is the fresh produce 
all year round.” 

Hage employs con- 
trolled-environment agri¬ 
culture, which allows the 
operation to 3 deld as much 
produce as a conventional 
farm 10 times its size. 

It also collects rainwater 
for its crops and re-circu- 
lates water used for irriga¬ 
tion. While some may scoff 
at pa 3 dng $22 a week for a 
basket of veggies, environ¬ 
mentally conscious foodies 
who can afford it may be 
sold on the idea. The limit¬ 
ed packaging and minimal 
transportation make it a 
green-fiiendly choice, but 
the biggest selling point 
may be the improved taste. 

“The primaiy reason it 
tastes better is because 
we’re harvesting everything 
fresh, when it’s ripe,” says 
Lauren Rathmell, a McGill 
University biochemistry 
grad who oversees the culti¬ 
vation of seeds on one side 
of the greenhouse. “We can 
pick something in the 
morning and it’s on their 
plate by evening.”
